Pregident Wilson spoke aa follows
y at the luncheon given him by Presi-

-dﬁl-’ Poinecarve, of Fronce, in Paris
1 today:

“Mr. President, I am deeply in-
debted to you for your gracious
greeting, It is very delizhtful to
find myself in- France and to feel
the quick contact of sympathy and
unaffected friendship between the
representatives of the United
States and the representatives of
Franee,

“You have been very generous
in what you were pleased to say
about myself, but 1 feel that what
I have said and what T have tried
to do has been said and done only
in an attempt to speak the thought
of the people of the United States
truly and to carry that thought out
in netion.

“From the first, the thought of
the people of the United States
turned toward something more
than the mere winning of this war,
1t turned to the estabiishment of
eternal principles of right and jus-
tice, It realized that merely to
win the war was not enough; that
it must be won in such a way and
the questions raised by it settled
in such a way as to insure the
future peace of the world and lay
the foindations for the freedom

" and happiness of its many peo-
ples and nations.

“Never before has war worn so
terrible a visage, or exhibited
more grossly the debasing influ-
ence of illicit ambitions, 1 am
sure that T shall look upen the
ruin y:ought by the armies of the
Centra[ Empires with the same
repulsion and desp indignation
that they stir in the hearts of the
men of France and Belgium, and
I appreciate as you do, Sir, the
necessity of such action in the
final settlement of the issues of
the war as will not only rebuke
such acts of terror and spoliation,
but make men everywhere aware
that they cannot be ventured upon

President Wilson, in- addressing
a Socialiat delegation which called
on him today in Paris, said:

Gentlemen: 1 receive with great
interest the address which you
have just read to me. The war
through which we have just passed
has illustrated in a way which
never can be forgotten the ex-
traordinary wrongs which ean be
perpetrated by arbitrary and irre-
sponsible power.

It is not possible to secure the
happiness and prosperity of the
world, to establish an enduring
peace, unless the repetition of such
wrongs is rendered impossible.
This has indeed been a people's
war. It has been waged against
absolutism and militarism, and
theae enemies of liberty must from
this time forth be shut out from
the possibility of working their
eruel will upon mankind.
